The prior art 
does not disclose the system, method, and program product as they are claimed in the instant 
invention. The 35 USC 101 rejections in the previous office action, mailed 5/14/09, were 
removed due to Applicant's and Examiner's amendments. The 35 USC 1 12, 2nd paragraph, 
rejections, were removed due to Applicant's claim amendments. Examiner amendments to the
